OBJECT TO C[IHP.ORATIIJH TAX

Senntors Platt and Lindsay Make Ar-
guments Agninst This Fentare of
the War Revenue Bill

WASHINGTON, May 24.—That feature of
the war revenue measure representing o
tax of 1 per cent upon the gross receipe
of corporations was under discussion in the
senate throughout the sesslon. Incldentully
the proposed tax on bank deposits wus ad-
verted to.

The speechea were delivered by Mr. DPlatt
(rep., Conn.) and Mr, Lindsay (dem., Ky.),
both of whom attacked the corporation tax.
The weight of the former’as argument was
thrown against the tax on the ground that
it wus unconstitutional because the tax was
not levied allke on all persons eagaged In
o particular line of business,

He stated that an occupation tax could
be levied when il was fair, but a corpora-
tion could not be taxed smuply becauvse It
wias conducted as a corporation. To be
equitable the tax must be lald on the busi-
ness, whether It was conducted by a cor-
poration, a partnership, a firm or an indi-
vidual.

Mr. Lindsay vigorously antagonized the
proposed lssue of legal tender notes, de-
claring that it accentuated the existing
menace to the gold reserve of the treasury,
and was, besides, the dearest mooey ever
devised. He held that such an lssue would
be a blow to the nation's financial credit.

He, too, presented an argument against the
proposed corporation tax, maintaining that
If enacted into law It would breed a batch
of law suits, instead of providing what the
government needed—ready money with
which to conduct the war operations.

Tomorrow the senate will resume the dis-
cussion of the pending measure an hour
carller than usual, the sesslon beginning at
11 o'clock.
